SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 
OCTOBER TKIÍM, 1873. 
MAYER VS. CHILD. [o,7f>¿]. 
S t a t u t e o f F r a u d s —C o n t r a c t .— 
The ussigiuent of a contract, void un­ 
der the statute of frauds, docs not con­ 
stitute a good consideration for a 
promise to pay. 
Under our statute of frauds the con­ 
tract was void, and its assignment to 
the defendants furnished no considera- 
for the promise declared on. (Sher­ 
man vs. Barnard, 19 Barb., 291.) 
Judgment affirmed. 


THE PEOPLE EX. RKL. BRUNDAGE VS. 
SUPERVISORS OK KERN COUNTY. [2,786. 
Writ o f P r o h ib itio n .— A writ of 
prohibition will not issue to arrest the 
proceedings of a Board of Supervisors, 
unless the proceedings themselves are 
absolutely without or in excess of the 
jurisdiction of the Board. 
The act of March 30, 1872, (Acts of 
1871-2, p. 708) authorizes the Board of 
Supervisors of Kern county, “ in their 
discretion, to purchase the road in said 
county known as the McFarland Toll 
road.” 
The purchase lias been made by the 
Board at the price of six thousand dol­ 
lars. It is alleged in the petition for 
a writ of prohibition, that the road 
was out of repair when the purchase 
was made, and was of no value to its 
owners, and would soon have been 
abondoned to the county if the pur­ 
chase hadnot been made, and tliut, if 
its value had been estimated by disin­ 
terested persons, it would have anpear- 
ed to be of no value whatever. 
While it would appear in view of 
these facts, if such they be, that the» 
purchase was injudicious in a business 
point of view, it must be remembered 
that we are not authorized to iuterfere 
or arrest the proceedings of the Board 
by the writ or prohibition for any such 
leason, nor unless the proceedings 
themselves are absolutely without or 
in excess of the jurisdiction of the 
Board” (See. 1, 102 €ode Civ. Pro.); 
and In view of the exceedingly broad 
language of the act of March 30th, al­ 
ready referred to, no lack of mere jur­ 
isdiction is shown on the face of the 
petition. 
The demurrer is sustained and the 
writ dismissed. 
t’AMETO VS. DU BUY [3,984]. 
H o m e s te a d .—Under the statutes in 
1804 a homestead could not tie carved 
out of land held in joint tenancy. 
The homstead not of 1808 does not cure 
this defect, but applies only to cases 
where the person tiling the declara­ 
tion is in exclusive occupation of tho 
land. 
Appeal from the Probate Court of 
the city and county of San Francisco. 
The petitioner presented a petition 
representing hersolf as tho widow of 
Martin Gameto, deceased, stating that 
in Juné, 1804, during the lifetime of 
her husband, she had tiled a declara­ 
tion of homestead out of the real 
estate of her husband, and asking that 
the property described in the petition 
he set apart to her as a homestead. 
John Dupuy, executor of Gameto, and 
Charles Gameto, a minor heir of 
Gameto, contested the petition. 
By t h e C o u r t [3,984, Gameto vs. 
Dupuy—Filed October 31st, 1873]: The 
declaration of homestead which was 
tiled by the petitioner in 1804 was not 
valid, for the reason that the premises 
were then held in joint tenancy. 
(Ellas vs, Vardugo, 27 Gal., 418; Sea­ 
ton vs. Son, 32 Gal., 481, and cases 
cited.) 
That defect was not cured by the 
homestead act of 1808 (stats. 1807-8, p. 
110,) for that aet provides only for the 
acquisition of such right, in lands 
held in joint tenancy or tenancy in 
common, where the person tiling the 
declaration is in the exclusive occupa­ 
tion of the tract sought to be dedicat­ 
ed as a homestead. The court, there­ 
fore, did not err in refusing to set 
apart such premises as a homested. 
Nor did the court err in refusing to set 


apart a homestead to tin* petitioner 
from other real estate of the decedent, 
for no petition was filed therefor as 
provided by Scot ions 1,46-1 and 1,481, 
Code Civil Procedure. 
Order affirmed. 
THE CLAIMS OF THE FARMERS. 


We ure informed that there are a 
great number of petitions in circula­ 
tion among the farmers of t lie State 
relative to agricultural interests, and 
embodying what is really a declara­ 
tion of tiie right of the farmers to the 
use and benefits of the inland waters 
of the State. These petitions are re­ 
ceiving the unanimous assents of all 
who are engaged in agricultural pur­ 
suits, and each petition contains the 
following enumerations of the rights 
of the subscribers: 
First—Recognizing the natural di­ 
visions of our seasons into dry and 
rainy, and that the farmers of the 
State are wholly dependent for remu­ 
nerative crops (in a sufficient supply 
of water—and recognizing, and look­ 
ing full in I lie face the further fact 
that nearly all of tho inland waters of 
the.State available for the purpose of 
irrigation are now under either the 
practical or asserted control of private 
corporations, or confederated capital 
in some form, they hold that the in­ 
land waters of this State, its lakes, 
rivers and streams, are, and of right 
ought to be, the property of the State, 
or of the people thereof, and subject to 
the use and control of the people 
through their creature, the Legisla­ 
ture of the State, and that each inhab­ 
itant of the State is, of right,as much 
entitled to the use and benefits of an 
equitable proportion of tlu* inland 
waters of the State as lie is to a 
sufficieney of the free air of Heaven. 
Second—That the asserted proposi­ 
tion that :i few, or any number of men 
can, under the forms or privileges of a 
corporation, joint stock or other asso­ 
ciation, luy claim to and hold as pri­ 
vate property the first right or exclu­ 
sive privilege to use, for their own 
gain, to the impoverishment of the gen­ 
eral public, any of tiic inland waters 
of the State, is false. That it is inde­ 
fensible in reason, law or justice, and 
an unblushing outrage upon tlu* peo­ 
ple, and especially upon (lie farmers 
of this State. 
Third—That it is not only t he right, 
but it is the duty of the Legislature of 
Galifornia to at once take and retain 
the control of all the inland waters of 
the State, and by a general law pro­ 
vide the mode and means of dividing 
the whole State into irrigation dis­ 
tricts, and for distributing, under 
fixed, equitable rules, the waters of 
each district among the land and 
mine owners thereof, whose lands and 
mines are susceptible of being advan­ 
tageously supplied with water. That 
the State should defray the expenses 
of laying out and surveying t lie gener­ 
al districts. That the lands and mines 
of each district susceptible of being 
advantageously supplied with water 
should pay, by taxation, for construct­ 
ing and keeping in repair the canals 
and other means of conveying the 
water, and for that purpose euch dis­ 
trict should lie authorized, under a 
general law, to issue its bonds. 
Fourth—That in order to secure to 
the people of this Htate their right to 
the use of the inland waters of tlu* 
Htate, the Legislature to which this 
petition is addressed should, before its 
adjournment, provide a way for con­ 
demning every and all, actual asserted 
or pretended prior rights, privileges 
or franchises to or in the use of, any of 
the inland waters of the Htate, wheth­ 
er held by individuals, associations or 
corporations, and the same should l»e 
condemned to the public use of supply­ 
ing the lauds and the mines of this 
Htate with water, and the price of tin* 
tiling condemned should he paid out 
of the Htate treasury.—[Sacramento 
Union.

H. also 
residing 
at New Brunswick, 
N. 
J. 
that Francis D. Clark of New York 
City, was 
a former member 
of the 
same Company with his long lost son, 
and that as Mr, Clark had 
been 
em- 


ployed during the past four years in 
compiling a "Roll of the Survivors" of 
the old regiment, 
through that 
gen- 


tleman he might learn something as to 
his son's fate. 
The aged father 
pro- 


ceeded to New York for the purpose of 
learning of Mr. C. what 
information 
he could, and from him learned 
that 
his son, always esteemed 
by his com- 
rades as an honest 
and brave lad, had 


been 
killed 
by 
the Indians 
iv the 
Mariposa 
Mines 
in 
1800. 
He 
also 
learned from Mr. C. that owing to the 
fact 
that 
his 
son 
remained 
in the

on school 


grading. 
He thought 
this 
was the 


most important as well as latest ofthe 
works of the school board. 
It is diffi- 


cult to do at the start; requires 
labor 


and patience, 
and is discouraging 
to 


the pupil. 
Its history elsewhere 
has 


been carried on successfully. 
Everything 
tending to simplify the 


labor of the teacher, benefits the pupil 
and the entire community. 
It will 


make the teachers' calling more agree- 
able, more useful, more certain, 
more 


professional. 


Mr. Tonner thought 
In thecountry 


district the grade 
could not be carried 


out. 
He had 
tried it, and 
tried it 


earnestly. 
He had lost live pupils by 


his first day's attempt, 
and had, after 


a fair trial, stopped 
It. 
His school 


was now ungraded. 


Mr. Saxe said 
if he had not some 


grade 
law to fall back upon he could 


not get along at all. 
One pupil will 


desire one 
study, 
others will desire 


other studies. 
His experience 
might 


be exceptional, 
but this was his ex- 


perience. 


Mr. Brook said t lie State 
Board of 


Education had adopted 
the rule 
that 


every school 
using 
the Fifth Reader, 


should 
be 
a first grade 
school. 
He 


thought there should be a distinction 
between city and country schools. 
It 


would 
he nonsense 
to have 
a little 


country district graded as a first-class 
school, 
simply 
because 
one 
or two 


pupils used the Fifth Reader. 


Mr. Peck thought the law was man- 


datory 
upon 
teachers, 
and 
Superin- 


tendent. 
Still an impossible 
law had 


no effect. Teachers generally will find 
from experience 
that grading will be 


a great help, though there may be in- 
stances 
when it will not be necessary 


to be strict in carrying out the letter 
of the law. 


Mr. Henderson thought grading im- 


possible and undesirable 
in a country 


school. 
When one teacher could teach 


one grade, then it Is possible grading 
would be desirable. 
Much discretion 


ought 
to be left to the teacher, 
al- 


though in purpose 
and efleet the law 


is good. 


8. Adams thought the remarks 
just 


made 
were 
correct, 
but 
an 
effort 


should be made to approach 
a graded 


system. 


Mr. Furlong thought 
that there was 


no use in discussing the law, for it was 
a law and must be obeyed. 
The ques- 


tion is how far is the law binding, and 
what are 
the best methods to curry it 


out? 


Mr. Tonner thought 
that they had 


a right to discuss and protest against 
the law, and they would.

grubbing is

011. 
The fanners 
are all 


alive to the great benefits of irrigation 
and the speculators 
are 
equally alive 


to the great profits to be made in sell- 
ing water to the farmers. 
The danger 


of large companies 
holding possession 


of the water rights of immense tracts 
of land Is potent to any one who lias 
paid any attention ut all to the doings 
of corporate 
bodies 
during the past 


few years. 
The evils should 
be cor- 


rected while there is time, if possible, 
and the time Is now. 
If the Govern- 


ment °r State 
haa 
no ri«hts 
to the 


water, holding it in trust for the l>eo- 
ple as some persons 
argue, surely one 


or the other ought to protect 
these 


people from aggressive 
water monopo- 


lies now springing up.
